Miss Mary King, -the superin- 
tendent of child welfare, has men- 
tioned the changing factors in mod- 
ern life: which pose difficulties” in 
thé search for adoption homes. 
Younger marriages, apartment 
dwelling, fewer. couples in the age 
group’ which normally provides the 
most adoption parents—these are 
adverse factors. And they are aug-. 
mented by. an.increase in the illegi- 
timate birth rate which will contrib- 
ute to the need to find adoption 
homes for some 2,000 children a 
year for the next five years. The 
provincial welfare department and 
private agencies last year placed 
1,000..chiidren: ‘ 

This is a problem involving the 
lives of future citizens, the very 
life-stuff of :our nation,_Govern- 
ment and private agencies can do

This: argument has-been demol- 
ished many. times.and was again 
thoroughly discredited in these 
hearings by testimony from eco- 
nomic and accounting experts. The 
experts showed that interest rate 
disclosure could be handled easily 
and inexpensively through the use 
of tables which could be made avail- 
able to all credit granters. 

However, a new argument was 


_advanced against interest rate dis- 


closure by the executive council of 
the Canadian Chamber of Com- 
merce before the Commons-Senate 
committee. This, while it has the 
same basic premise as the credit 
granters’ thesis, carries with it far 
graver implications for the Cana- 
dian economy. 

The Chamber argues strongly 
that the practical effect of true an- 
nual interest rate disclosure on con- 


_sumer-loans-and financing-might be~gTowth of-the economy, to encour-

What the Chamber is saying, in 
other words, is; that Canadians are 
on a credit treadmill. If they are 
told the truth about the cost of 
retail credit some of them might get 
off the treadmill, slowing it down 
and harming the economy. 

There is a certain validity to this 
argument, of course, but the full 
implication of it is, or should be, 
thoroughly frightening to #tlCana- 
dians who stop to think it through. 
If our economy-is -so thoroughly 
dependent on consumer credit as the 
Chamber of Commerce seems to 
believe, what happens when the 
treadmill begins to revolve so fast 
that people are thrown off? 

Massive borrowing against fu- 
ture income cannot exparid indefi- 
nitely at either the individual or 
national level. If the expansion of 
mass production is tightly meshed 
with~ mass consumption ‘based on 
expanded credit then it would seem 
that Canadians are borrowing not 
only against future income but a!so 
against future production. 

The argument that Canadian 
consumers cafinot be told the truth 
about the cost of borrowing is falla- 
cious. Would it not be better, for 
the sake of simple honesty in busi- 
ness as well as the more orderly
